REVOLUTION IN ROME. 

The Direétory have fent a meflage to the Coun- 
cils, on the fubject of the late events in Rome. This 
meflage details the events which have chara¢terifed the 
prefent revolution. It expatiates upon the crimes of 
the Popes, Cardinals, and Priefts, who have for 1400 
years formed the Theocratic Government of Rome, 
which in profperity and adverfity was uniformly per- 
fidious. 

‘The Roman people declare, in their act of fovercign- 
ty, publifhed on the 27th Pluviofe, that it is their with 
to. preferve the religion which they venerate and prac- 
tife, and to leave untouched the dignity and fpiritual 
authority of the Pope. They,farther declare, that 
their reprefentatives fhall provide in a fuitable manner 
for his maintenance, and the fafety of his perfon  thall 
be fecured by the National Guard. 

On the fame day General Berthier publifhed the fol- 
lowing proclamation : 

« The Roman people are reftored to theit rights .of Sove~ 
reignty by proclaiming their independence, by affuming the Go- 
vernment of ancient Rome, and by conitituting the Roman Re- 
public. The General in Chief of the French army‘in Italy de- 
clares, in the nagpe of the French Repyblic, that he ackaow- 
ledges the independent Roman Republic, and’ Ghat ir "We under. 
the {pecial protection of the French atms. The Gengralhin Chief 
alfo acknowledges, in tle mame of the French! 


poral authorities proceeding from the Pope are therefore fup- 
preffcd, and fhall exercife no funétions whatever.. The General 
in Chief hall make every difpofition neceffary to fecure the in- 
dependence of the Roman people, and'to perfect the organiza- 
tion of their Government, in order that their new laws may be 
founded on the bafis of liberty and equality. He will adopt ¢- 
very meafure calculated to promote the happinels of the Ro- 
mans. The French General Cervoni is charged with the di- 
rection of the police, and providing for the fecurity of the city 
of Rome ; and alfo with the inftallation of the new Govern- 
ment..
